Washington, July 15.—Strange as 


it may seem, General Miles is acting 
sccretnry of war, but by title only. 
He has not 
performed any of the 


functions devolving upon a temporay 
head of the war 
department, 
and 


probably will not. 
Under a general 


cider issued by the president over a 
year ago the commanding general of 
the army was directed to act as sec- 
retary of war in the absence of the 
secretary and assistant 
secretary. 


This order has never been revoked, 
and today both Secretary Alger and 
Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn are 
absent fiom the city. 
Before he left 


for 
Long Branch 
Secretary Alger 


signed all of the mail, so that Gen- 
eral Miles has not performed any 
service as acting secretary and prob- 
ably will not, as all of the papers re- 
quiring the signature of the secretary

Another chapter in the 
fight be- 


tween the T?oit Wayne city authori- 
ties and the Binney slot machine peo- 
ple was enacted at Indianapolis yes- 
terday in the United States court. 
Mayor Scherer, who was represented 
by City Attorney Shambaugh, filed 
an answer in which he stated 
that 


the machines are only in saloons and 
denies that they are used only for ad- 
vertising purposes. 


He says they are gambling devices 


and that on the deposit of five cents 
one may win from two to twenty 
times the amount deposited. He says 
that there is no such company as the 
"Great American Advertising 
com- 


pany, and that, while the machine 
bears a play card advertising a cer- 
tain make of 
chewing gum, 
the 


manufacturer of that gum does not 
pay a cent for the advertisement of it 
and it is only used as a means of 
claiming the machine is an advertis- 
ing scheme. He says it is true the 
saloonkeeper does give some gum to 
those who do not win on the machine 
but that the gum is given only on the 
request of the losing patron, and he 
further says, "Persons frequenting 
such saloons are not gum buyers or 
users and do not and are not expect- 
ed to ask for gum when they lose in 
playing the machine, except in rare 
instances." He says that sometimes 
a man may win 10, 25 50 or more 
cents or even $1 on an investment of 
5 cents, but that the great majority 
win nothing. 
He describes the ma- 


chine in detail and says that a disk 
revolves, 
to 
which 
a 
rubber 


needle points and that according to 
the color to which the needle points 
and the color in which the coin has 
been deposited the amount of win- 
nings is determined. 
The gum that 


is given out to the loser, he says, is 
retailed for 1 cent. 


A n/otion to dissolve the 
tempo- 


rary injunction was also filed and in 
the motion it is said that the state- 
ments of the plaintiff are untrue and 
misleading and that the 
machines 


are a crime and encourage crime. In 
support of the motion Superintend- 
ent Gorsline filed an affidavit which 
is accompanied by a photograph of 
the machine. In his affidavit he says 
the machines are in a dozen or more 
saloons and that the owner of the sa- 
loon and the owner of the machine di- 
vide the profits of the 
machine, 


which are 65 in favor of the machine 
and 35 in favor of those who play it. 
The affidavit further says that 99 
per cent, don't know they could get 
gum if they ask for it. Furthermore, 
the affidavit states, the brand of gum 
given out is not the same as that ad- 
vertised. A second affidavit by Cap- 
tain Daseler, was to the same effect 
as that of the superintendent.'

The twelve-year-old son of Herman 


Felts, superintendent of the county 
infirmary, lies in a critical condition 
at his home and the physicians ex- 
press grave doubts of the lad's recov- 
ery. He is suffering- from tetanus, or 
lockjaw, and while the jaw is rigid, it 
is not entirely closed, and he is thus 
able to take slight nourishment. 


The trouble is the result of an in- 


jury received July 5th, when the lad 
accidentally shot himself in the left 
hand. The wound did not seem seri- 
ous and home remedies were applied. 
Until yesterday the boy seemed to be 
improving, but he was then 
seized 


with chills. 
Last night his condi- 


tion became alarming, and Dr. Ens- 
len was summoned. He says the lad 
is undoubtedly suffering from teta- 
nus, and that his condition is critical.

The 
instruction contained in treasury de- 
cision numer 19,606, under date of 
June 29, 1898, to the effect 
that 


there was no objection to the affixing 
by the bank of the requisite stamps 
to an unstamped check presented for 
payment is hereby revoked This in- 
struction was given to meet an emer- 
gency immediately pieceding the 
taking effect of the stamp act of July 
1, 1898, in order to obviate the neces- 
sity of returning by the banks thous- 
ands of uns'tamped checks issued by 
drawers in ignorance of the law. The 
law being generally understood there 
is no further need of such permis- 
sion." 


This action was taken upon infor- 


mation that 
certain 
banks 
had 


adopted the practice of not requiring 
Stamps, as an advertisement to se- 
cure patronage as against rival 
banks.

Father Durham, 
to whom he told this story, gave Van 
Balan an order on the Rich hotel and 
requested him to call at the episcopal 
residence at 9:00 o'clock Thursday 
morning- and receive aid,

gram was then sent Father Baum- 
gardt and the answer came back: 
'•Do not know him; he is a fraud." 
Superintendent Gorsline was notitfled 
and Thursday 
morning stationed 


Officer Knock at the episcopal resi- 
dence with instructions to arrest Van 
Balau when he called for aid. 
At 


8:30 a telephone message was re- 
ceived by Father Durham from Van 
Balan explaining that he could not 
come to the residence until 10:30, but 
he didn't call at all and it is believed 
that he in some way learned that he 
was suspected. When the telephone 
message was sent the stranger told 
Father Durham that he was at a pri- 
vate residence, but this was an un- 
truth, as he vas talking from the 
New Aveline. Superintendent Gors- 
line went to the New Aveline and 
saw a man answering the description. 
He watched him for an hour, but the 
fellow did not go to the episcopal res- 
idence and as there was at that time 
no known reason for his arrest he 
was not molested. It is learned since, 
however, that aid had been given him 
by Father Delaney. Father Durham's 
order on the Kich hotel was not used. 


Father Durham has received ad- 


vices from Detroit that the man had 
Deceived money and clothing fiom the 
Detroit clergy, and had also stolen 
letterheads and the bishop's official 
seal from Detroit, and that detectives 
from that city were looking for him. 
He could not be found yesterday, 
having very likely made his escape. 


Van Balan claimed to be a jewel 


cutter and said he wanted money to

is believed to be a member of a gang 
which travels about the country im- 
posing on clergymen.

have lost all trace of him.

• Home life versus hotel life is 
the 


theme of Dr. Talmage's sermon for to- 
day, the disadvantages ot u life spent 
at more or less temporary 
stopping 


places being sharply contrasted with 
the blessings that are found in the real 
home, however humble. The text is 
Luke 10:34, 33: "And brought him to 
*n inn and took care of him. And on 
the morrow when he departed he took 
ont two pence and gave them to the 
host and said unto him: 'Take care of 
him, and whatsoever 
thou spendest 


more when 1 come again 1 will repay 
thee.'" 


This is the good Samaratin paying 


the hotel bill of a man who had been 
robbed and almost killed by bandits. 
The good Samaritan had found the un- 
fortunate on a lonely, rooky road,where 
to this very day depredations are bome- 
times committed upon tenders, and 
had put the injured man into the sad- 
dle, while this merciful and well-to-do 
man had walked till I hey got to the 
hotel, and the wounded man was put 
to bed and cared for. 
It must ha\e 


been a very superior hotel in its accom- 
modations, for, though in the country, 
the landlord was paid at the rate of 
what in our country would be four or 
live dollars a day, a penny being then a 
day's wages, and the two pennies paid 
in this case about two days' wages. 
Moreover, it was one of those kind- 
hearted landlords who are wrapped up 
in the happiness of their guests, be- 
cause the good Samaritan leaves the 
poor wounded fellow to his entire care, 
promising that when he came that way 
again he would pay all the bills until 
the invalid got well. 


Hotels and boarding houses are neces- 


sities. In very ancient times they were 
unknown, because the world had com- 
paratively few inhabitants, and those 
were not much given to travel, and pri- 
vate hospitality met all the wants of 
Bojo-urners, as when Abraham rushed 
out at Mamre to invite the three men 
to sit down to a dinner of veal; as when 
the people were positively commanded 
to be given to hospitality; as in many 
of the places in the east these ancient 
customs are practiced to-day. But we 
have now hotels presided over by good 
landlords, and boarding houses presid- 
ed over by excellent host or hostess in 
nil neighborhoods, villages and cities, 
end it is our congratulation that those 
of our land surpass nil other lands. 
They rightly become the permanent 
residence of many people, such as those 
•who are without families, such as those 
whose business keeps them migratory, 
such as those who ought not for va- 
rious reasons of health or peculiarity 
of circumstances to take upon them- 
selves the cares of housekeeping. 


Many a man falling sick in one of 


these boarding houses or hotels hnb 
been kindly watched and nursed; and 
by the memory of her own sufferings 
and losses the lady at the head of such 
a house has done all that a mother could 
do for a. sick child, and the slumberless 
eye of God sees and appreciates her 
sacrifices in behalf of the 
stranger. 


Among the most marvelous cases of pa- 
tience and Christian fidelity arc many 
of those who keep boarding houses, en- 
during without resentment the unrea- 
sonable demands of their guests for ex- 
pensive food and attentions for which 
they are not willing to pay an equiva- 
lent—a lot o'f cranky men and women 
who are not worthy to tie the shoe of 
their queenly caterer. The outrageous 
way in which boarders sometimes act 
to their landlords and landladies shows 
that these critical guests had bad early 
rearing and that in the making up of 
their natures all that constitutes the 
gentleman and lady was left out. Some 
of the most princely men and some of 
the most elegant women that I know 
of to-day keep hotels and boarding 
Louses. 


But one of the great evils of this day 


is found in the fact that a large popula- 
tion of our towns and cities are giving 
up and have given up their homes and 
taken apartments, that they may have 
more freedom from domestic duties and 
more time for social life, and because 
they like the whirl of publicity better 
than the quiet and privacy of a resi- 
dence they can call their own. The lavv- 
iul use of these hotels and boarding 
houses is for most people while they are 
in transitu, but as a terminus they are 
in many cases demoralization, utter and 
complete. That is the point at which 
families innumerable have begun to dis- 
integrate. There never has been u 
time when so many families, healthy 
and abundantly able to support and di- 
rect homes of their own, have struck 
tent and taken permanent abode in 
these public establishments, it is an 
evil wide as Christtendom, and by voice 
and through the newspaper press I ut- 
ter warning and burning protest and 
ask Almighty God to bless the word, 
whether in the hearing or reading. 
' In these public caravansaries the de- 
mon of gossip is apt to get full sway. 
All the boarders run daily the gantlet 
of general inspection-—how they look 
when they come down in the morning 
and when they get in at night, and what 
they do for a living, and who they re- 
ceive as guests in their rooms, and what 
they wear and what they do not wear, 
and how they eat, nnd what they eat, 
and how much they eat, and how little 
they eat. If a man proposes in such « 
place to be isolated and reticent and 
alone, they will begin to guess about 
him: 
Who is he? Where did he come 


from? How long is he going to stay? 
Has he paid his board ? How much does 
he pay? Perhaps he has committed 
some crime and does not want to be 
known. 
There must be something 


wrong about him, or he would speak. 
The whole house goes into the detect- 
lv« business. They saustflnd out about 


him. They must lind out about him 
right away. If he leaves his door un- 
locked by accident he will lind that his 
rooms have been inspected, his trunk 
fxplored, his letters folded differently 
from the way they were folded when he 
put them away. Who is he Vis the ques- 
tion asked with intenser int«n>t>t until 
the subject has become a monomania. 
The simple fact is that he is nobody in 
particular, but minds his own business. 


The best landlords 
and landladies 


cannot sometimes hinder their places 
from becoming a pandemonium of 
whisperers, and reputations are torn to 
tatters, and evil suspicions are aroused, 
nnd scandals started, and the parlia- 
ment of the family is blown to atoms by 
some Guy Fawkcs who was not caught 
in time, as was his English predecessor 
of gunpowdcry reputation. The rea- 
son is that while in private homes fam- 
ilies have so much to keep them busy, 
in these promiscuous 
ami multitudi- 


nous residences there are so many who 
have nothing to do, and that always 
makes mischief. They gather in each 
other's rooms and spend hours in con- 
sultation about others. If they had to 
walk a half mile before they got to the 
willing ear of some listener to detrac- 
tion they would be out of breath before 
reaching there and not feel in full glow 
of aaimosity or slander, or might, be- 
cause of the distance, not go at all. Hut 
rooms 20, 21, 22, L>3, 24 and S5 are on tin- 
same corridor, and when one carrion 
crow goes "Caw! Caw!" all the other 
crows hear it and flock together o\er 
the same carcass. 
"Oh, i have heard 


something rich! Sit down and let me 
tell you all about it." And the first guf- 
faw increases the gathering, and it lias 
to be told all over again, and as they 
separate each carries a spark from the 
altar of Gab to some other circle until, 
from the coal heaver in the cellar to the 
maid in the top room of the garret, all 
are aware of the defamation, and that 
evening all who leave the house will 
bear it to other houses until autumnal 
fires sweeping across Illinois prairies 
are less raging and swift than thnf 
flame of consuming reputation blazing 
across the ullage or city. 


Those of us who were brought up in 


the country know that the old-fash- 
ioned hatching of eggs in the haymow 
required four or live weeks of brooding, 
but there are new modes of hatching 
by machinery, which takes less time 
and do the work by wholesale. So, 
while the private home may brood into 
life an occasional falsity, and take a 
long time to do it, many of the boarding 
houses 
and family hotels 
afford a 


swifter and more multitudinous style 
of moral incubation, and' one old gos&ip 
will get off the nfst after one hour's 
brooding, clucking a flock of 30 lies 
after her, each one picking up its little 
worm of juicy regalement. It is no ad- 
vantage to hear too much about your 
neighbors, for your time will Ije so 
much occupied in taking care of their 
faults that you will have no time to 
look after your own. And while you 
are pulling the chickwced out of their 
garden, yours will get all overgrown 
with horse sorrel and million stalks. 


One of the worst damages that come 


from the herding of so many people 
into boarding houses and family hotels 
is inflicted upon children. It is only 
another way of bringing them1 up on 
the commons. 
While you have your 


own private house you can, for the 
most part, control their companionship 
and their whereabouts, but by 12 years 
of age in these public resorts they will 
have picked up all the bad things that 
can be furnished by the prurient minds 
of dozens, of people. They will overhear 
blasphemies and see quarrels and get 
precocious in sin, and what the bar- 
tender does not tell them the porter 
or hostler or bell boy will. 


Besides that, the children will go out 


into this world without the restraining, 
anchoring, steadying and all controll- 
ing memory of a home. From that none 
of us who have been blessed of such 
memory have escaped. It grips a man 
for 80 years, if he lives, s,o long. It pulls 
him back from doors into which he 
otherwise would enter. It smites him 
with contrition in the very midst of 
his dissipations. As the fish already 
surrounded by the long wide net swim 
out to sea, thinking they can go as far 
as they please, and with gay toss of 
silvery' scale they defy the sportsman 
on the beach, nnd after awhile the fish- 
ermen begin to draw in the net hand 
over hand and hand over hand, nnd it 
is a long while before the captured fins 
begin to feel the not, and then they 
dart this way and that, hoping to get, 
out, but find themselves approaching 
the shore and are brought up to the 
very feet of the captors, so the mem- 
ory of an early home sometimes seems 
to relax and let men out farther and 
farther from God and farther and far- 
ther from shore—five years, ten years, 
20 years, 30 years—but some day they 
find an irresistible mesh drawing them 
back, and they are compelled to re- 
treat from their prodigality and wan- 
dering, and, though they make des- 
perate effort to escape the impression 
and try to dive deeper down in sin, after 
awhile arc brought clear back and held 
upon the Ifock of Ages. 


Jf 
it 
be possible, oh, father nnd 


mother! let your sons and daughters 
go out into the w.orld under the seni- 
iomnipotent memory of a good, pure 
home. About your two or three rooms 
in a boarding house or a family hotel 
you can east no such glorious sanctity. 
They will think of these public car- 
avansaries as an early stopping place, 
malod6rous with old victuals, coffees 
perpetually steaming nnd meats 
in 


everlasting stew or broil, the air sur- 
charged with carbonic acid and cor- 
ridors along which drunken boarders 
come staggering at one o'clock in the 
rr-orning, rapping at the door till the 
affrighted wife lets them in. Do not 
be guilty of Ihe sacrilege or blasphemy 
of calling such a place a home. 


A home is four walls inclosing one 


licer of the law may not <?nter to serve 
a writ except the door be voluntarily 
opened unto him. Burglary or the inva- 
sion of it is a crime so offensive that the 
law clashes its iron jaws on anyone who 
attempts it. Unless it be necessary to 
stay for longer or shorter time in fam- 
ily hotel or boarding house—and there 
are thousands of instances in which it 
is necessary, as I showed 
you 
at 


the beginning—unless this exceptional 
case, let neither wife nor husband con- 
sent to such permanent residence. 


The probability is that the wife will 


have to divide her husband's time with 
public smoking or reading-room or with 
some coquettish spider in search of un- 
wary flies, and if you do not entirely 
lose your husband it \\ill be because he 
is divinely protected from the disasters 
that whelmed thousands of husbands, 
with as good intentions us yours. 
Neither should the husband without 
imperative reason consent to such a 
life unless he is sure his wife can with- 
stand the temptation of social dissipa- 
tion which sweeps across such places 
with the force of the Atlantic ocean 
when driven by a .September equinox. 
Many wives give up their homes tor 
these public residences so that they 
may gnu their entire time to operas, 
theaters, balls, receptions and levees, 
and they are in a perpetual whirl, like 
a whiptop spinning round and round 
and round very prettily, u n t i l it loses 
its equipoise and shoots, off into a tan- 
gent, lint the difference is, in one case 
it is a top and in the other a soul. 


lie-sides tliis there is an assiduous lie- 


cumulation of little things around the 
private home, which in the aggregate 
make a great attraction, while the dou- 
ble n of one of these public residences 
is apt to say: 
"What is the use'.1 1 


have no place to keep them if 1 should 
take them." Mementos, bric-a-brac, cu- 
riosities, quaint chair or eo/y lounge, 
uphol&toriiig, pictures and a thousand 
things that accrete in a home aic dis- 
carded or neglected because there is no 
homestead in which to arrange them. 
And yet they are the case in winch (he 
pearl of domestic happiness bbct. You 
can never become an attached to the 
appointments of a boarding house or 
family hotel as to those things that yon 
can call your own and are associated 
with the different members of your 
household or with scenes of thrilling 
import 
in 
your domestic 
history. 


Ulessed is that home in which for a 
whole lifetime they have been gather- 
ing until every figure in the carpet and 
every panel of the door nnd every ease- 
ment of the window has a chirography 
of its own, speaking out 
something 


about father or mother or son or daugh- 
ter or friend that was with us awhile. 
What a sacred place it becomes when 
one can say: "In that room such a one 
was born; in that bed such a one died; 
iu'that chair i sat on thenight 1 heard 
such a one had received a great public 
honor; by that stool my child knelt for 


uicir own altars. In thi£ great conti- 
nent there isroom enough for every man 
and woman to have a home. Morals and 
civilization and religion demand it. We 
want done all over this land 
what

Coutts did in England and some of the 
large manufacturers have done for the 
ullages and cities in building small 
houses at low rents, so that the middle 
classes can have separate homes. They 
are the only class not provided for. 
The rich have their palaces, and the 
poor have their pool-houses, and crimi- 
nals have their jails, but what about the 
honest middle classes, who are able and 
willing to work and yet have small in- 
come? Let the capitalists, inspired of 
God and pure patriotism, rise and build 
whole streets of small residences. The 
laborer may have at the close of the 
day to walk or ride farther than is de- 
sirable: to reach it, but when he gets to 
his destination in the eventide he will 
find something worthy of being called 
by that glorious and impassioned and 
heaven-descended word—"home."

gels, and to Mary and 
Martha and 


Zaceheus in spiritual blessing because,

innumerable houses 


throughout Christendom upon which 
have come blessings from generation 
to

because their doors 


swung easily open in the enlarging, en-

f do not know what 


your experience has> been, but I have, 
had men and women visiting at my 
house who left a benediction on every 
room—in the blessing- they asked atfhe 
table, in the prayer they offered at the 
family altar, in the good advice they 
gave the children, in the gospelization 
that looked ont from every lineament 
of their countenances, and their depar- 
ture was the sword of bereavement. 
The queen of Xorway, Sweden and Den- 
mark had a royal cup of ten curves, or 
lips, each one having on it the name 
of the distinguished person who had 
drunk from it. And that cup which we 
offer to others in Christian hospitality, 
though it be of the plainest earthen- 
ware, is a royal cup, and (!od can read 
on all sides the names of those who 
have taken from it refreshment, but 
all this is impossible unless you have 
a home, of your own. 


It is the delusion as to what is neces- 


sary for a home that hinders so many 
from establishing one. 
Thirty rooms 


lire not necessary, nor 20, nor 15, nor 
ten, nor five, nor three, lu the right 
way plant a table, and couch, and knife, 
and fork, and a cup, and a chair, and 
you can raise a young paradise. Just 
start a home, on however small a scale, 
nnd it will grow. When King Cyrus 
was invited to dine with a humble 
friend, the king made the one condition 
of his coming that, the only dish be one 
loaf of bread, and the most imperial 
satisfactions have sometimes banqueted 
on the plainest fare. Do not he caught 
in the delusions of many thousands in 


many men have such a daily wrestle 
with the food swallowed that thc.\ hau1 


no strength left for the battle of life; 
and though jour wife may know how 
to play on all musical instruments and 
rhiil a prima douna, she is not well 
educated unless she can boil tin Irhh 
potato iincl broil a mutton chop, since 
the diet sometimes decides the fate of 
families and nations. 


Have a sifting room with at least one

seum porters, and it is a long-time rem- 
iniscence that the lioyal college of sur- 
geons, Ireland, on the appointment of 
a new museum curator, discovered that 
hexeral hundred pounds' worth of its 
specimens had been destroyed by the 
abstraction of the .spirit from the bot- 
tles, the' past curator having been a con- 
firmed inebriate. The latest advance in 
the direction of a new intoxicant is the 
drinking of petroleum oil, ii practice 
which is stated to be, rapidly growing 
to the dimensions of a great national 
vice in France. The taste of the liquid 
is absolutely repulsive, but to the Brit- 
isher who has tasted the abominations 
whichitrcelrunk w i t h avidity and craved 
for by the French working classes, it 
w i l l be obvious that iianseousness is 
not. of itself, a bar to the use of any 
boci-age, once that the taste has been 
broken in to tolerate the. liquid. The 
worst of the new intoxicant, from a so- 
cial point of view, is that petroleum, 
taken in any reasonable quantity, does 
not appear to be greatly detrimental 
to health. It is said that the drunken- 
ness which it produces is of the morose

FROM INDIANAPOLIS. 


Mayoi Scherer and Chairman Egsye- 


mann Speak Highly of 


Creosote Block. 


Mayor Scherer, Chairman Egge- 


mann, of the board of public works, 
City Attorney Shambaugh and At- 
torney R. B, Banna ieturned at 10:20 
last night from Indianapolis, where 
they had been for two days. While 
there the gentlemen inspected the 
stioets of the capital city and espec- 
lalJy those on which a creosote block 
pavement has 
been 
laid. Mayor 


Scherer and Chaiiman Eggemann 
speak highly of the block, and assert 
that the people of Indianapolis do 
not appear to want any other kind of 
pavement. 


"You can say," said Mr. Egge- 


mann to The Sentinel, "that I was 
surprised at the sentiment in Indian- 
apolis in favor of creosote block. I 
visited some of the streets, many of 
which had been down for three or 
four years, and found them about as 
good as new. The blocks have not 
been down long enough to determine 
the weaiing 
qualities, but those 


which had been down three 
years 


showed apparently no wear what- 
ever. At Holt's Artificial Ice works, 
between 150 and 200 tons of ice are 
hauled daily and although the stone 


curbing is worn off there is no notice- 
able wear on the creosote block. The 
block stieets are quite popular with 
dlivers and they avoid brick and 
asphalt to vide on the cieosote block. 
The price is about the same as for 
sheet asphalt. If it has lasting qual- 
ities I am fiee to say that creosote is 
a iirst-class pavement." 


Mayor Scherer was also enthusias- 


tic over 
cieosote 
and believes it 


should be tried in Fort Wayne. He 
says there is a prejudice heie now 
against the wooden blocks, but feels 
confident if property owners could see 
it tested they would want cieosote. 
It holds Hie dust, and on hot days 
does not force the heat back into the 
faces of drivers and riders like brick 
and asphalt.

TEE TALK OF THE TOWN. 


THE SENTINEL IS BEST EVEEY 
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HEROISM OF NURSES. 


ELIZA ARCMARD CONNER TELLS OF 


THEIR SERVICES IN MANILA. 


They Hold an Important Place In 


American Achievement* In thePhll- 
IpylneM — Facing Uanveri on the 
Firing Line. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


MANILA, May 29.—No account of 


American achievement in the Philip- 
pines would be complete without the 
story of the women trained nurses gent 
for the first time in our history by the 
national government to accompany an 
arniy to the scene of active operations. 
England has been the only nation be- 
fore us in this useful and merciful en- 
terprise. In the teeth of ridicule and 
determined opposition Florence Night- 
ingale obtained permission for a few 
women nurses to accompany the British 
army at the time of the Crimean war. 
They were only allowed at first on suf-

ferance, however, so fixed was the disbe- 
lief in a woman's ability to do any thing 
requiring strong nerves and self control. 


The Crimean war experiment was 


the entering wedge of the innovation. 
It was triumphantly successful. From 
that day on the profession of the trained 
nurse became second in dignity and im- 
portance only to that of the medicine 
itself. Honor is duo to Florence Night- 
ingale above almost all women who 
have lived. She opened a new Tprofes- 
sion to her ses, one that was at the 
same time of noble eervice to the hu- 
man race. 


Only a few government nurses came 


here in the beginning. The first ones 
reached Manila Dec. 22 
No tight was 


on then. The regular hospital corps of 
the army attended mostly to the sick. 
So the young women had time to get 
accustomed to their 
new quarters. 


With the outbreak of jthe insurgents, 
Feb. 4, the girls began to have plenty 
of work. They are now occupied in the 
hospitals all day long, those that are 
here, and more are expected and needed. 


The regular army nurses have made 


a record for their country women—yes, 
and men, too—to be proud of. You can 
judge how their services are appre- 
ciated by the fact that their pay has 
been nearly doubled by the United 
States government since they started 
in. At first they were hired by the 
month. They received $30 a month and 
quarters aud food. Now they sign a 
contract for a year and receive $00 a 
month. As a steady thing that is not 
bad pay even for a trained nurse. Tho 
quarters of the army nurses are among 
the cleanest, cheeriest places I have 
visited in this town. The ladies gather 
about them pretty bamboo furniture 
and artistic belongings, so that their 
home is a spot which rests the eye. 


Of women nurses in the island there 


are now 25. Two are in the hospital at 
Cavito, two on the island of Corregidor, 
in the convalescent hospital; the others 
are all in Manila, at tho First and 
Second Reserve hospitals. 


Tho First Reserve hospital is the 


principal one. Here at times there have 
been as many as 800 sick and wound- 
ed. The lady who has charge of all the 
ether nurses at the First Reserve hos- 
pital is Miss Mona Bowman of Fort- 
land, Or. She is called chief nurse 
Since Feb. 5 she has Leen in attend- 
ance in ^he operating loom of the hos- 
pital without losing a day. 


The women nurses that come here 


are of three classes. One division is sent 
by the United 
States government. 


These are called contract nurses. Then 
come tho Red Cross ladies, supported 
by Red Cross organizations in their 
respective states. 
Finally comes the 


third division, called Auxiliary Red 
Cross nurses. These are sent by the 
private philanthropy of ladies at home 
who wish to do something for their 
country. Miss Helen Gould and Mrs. 
Wbitelaw.Reid aro at the head of the 
enterprise that maintains here the third 
auxiliary branch of Red Cross nuises. 
1 The wottiefa do not go out on the 
field of battle. 
In a battle members of 


the hospital corps dart out under fire 
and bring in the wounded to the field 
surgeons at the dressing stations and 
regimental hospitals. Then so soon as 
possible the wounded are sent to the 
general hospital, where they can re- 
ceive the attention that it'is impossible 
to give them on the field. Yon will 
see, therefore, that it is not necessary 
for the Women nurses to accompany an 
army actually on the field in a fight 
Indeed this would not be wise or adyis 
able 
The argument against it is that 


If the soldiers saw half a dozen nice 
ladies under fire they would all think 
they must he saving the lives of the 
women instead of shooting down the 
enemy and giving their undivided at 
tent ion to him. 


Ihe bwe nuries here bare been nt, 


der fire, however, some of 'them inor« 
than once. At the time of the historic 
episode of Feb. 4 and 5 bullet* fell like 
hail upon the roof of the Second Re- 
serve hospital, in which Miss Hist and 
Miss Fenwick, two of the government 
nurses, are. 
If one of them had hap- 


pened to be standing at a certain win- 
dow at a particular moment, she would 
have been killed. That was the fate 
which overtook one of their patients, a 
convalescent 
who was looking out, 


watching the fight. 


A curio belonging to the ladieaof the 


Second Reserve hospital is a slim little 
Mauser ball that flashed in where one 
of them was at work and chipped off a 
bit of the window sash near her. 
The 


messhouse of the Second Reserve nurses 
was also ctruck by the flying bullets, 
though fortunately they, too, escaped 
without any damage. 


It is in the general hospitals, where 


tho sick and wounded receive perma- 
nent attention, that woman's power to 
be useful in war shines like a steady 
star above a sea of suffering. The very 
atmosphere that surrounds these nurses 
is soothing aiul cleansing. I have noted 
a tremble and hnskiness in tho voices 
uf strong men as they told of what they 
had seen these gentle, strong women 
accomplishing. To begin, they are spot- 
lessly clean, soul and body. Young 
women who cannot put aside the 
thought of sex are not wanted in the 
trained nurse's profession. 


Fortunately for womankind, the ladies 


Bent hero have been almost without ex- 
ception of the highest and most digni- 
fied character moially, and they have 
been refined and intelligent ladies be- 
sides. In truth, the American women 
mdit honored in Manila today are some 
of these same army muses. The sight 
of one of them, witli her fair, delicate 
skin, her pretty head, shining clean, 
her gentle voice and snowy apron and 
culls, is of itself enough to hearten (a 
man up and make him think of those 
dear women at homo who aro thinking 
of him and prajing for him always 
The soldiers would die ten times ovei 
for Home of these gentlewomen hern, I 
know. 


Through tho most terrible and ghast- 


ly operatioiiH the trained nurse stands, 
her nervfcH under perfect control, her 
thought fixed steadily on her patient 
and the, surgeon's directions. She does 
not flinch or pale; she does not weaken; 
she does not even weary till her time 
coniei tor goivg off duty, and die asks 
no favors professionally because she is 
u woman 
It is agreeable to know that

Of women like these the world can- 


not have too many, in the States or 
elsewhere. Of the other kind, the fool- 
ish, sputtering, fidgeting, so called 
sympathetic woman, who goes buzzing 
around like a crazy bumblebee—of her 
there are far toe many in the States and 
in Manila. Some of her kind have pene- 
trated here, even to the battlefield and 
the dressing stations. She has no fcense 
of the fitness of things, desiring only 
to show off her miscalled womanly 
sympathy. Where a wounded man lies 
oerhaps in mortal agony, with a bullet 
n his lungs, his eye glazing and the 
;enth dainp upon his brow, she skips 
ip like an animate jumping jack, shout- 
ng shrilly: "Can't I do something for 
you? Do tell me If there isn't anything 


can do for you!" 
Miss Srnythe of the California Red

America exposition is now on in all its 
glory, and, judged by the opening 
days, it will be a tremendous success. 
The gates, which were thrown open 
on July 1, will remain open until Nov. 
1, and through them will swarin mul- 
titudes of spectators. They will find no 
dearth of entertainment. 
The 2,000 


acres which compose the exposition 
grounds are crowded with things to see 
and 
richly worth 
seeing—not too 


crowded, however, for convenience and 
pleasing artistic effect. 


This exposition is in a measure the 


outgrowth of last year's Transmissi?- 
sippi exposition, though cast in a some- 
what larger mold and with a much 
wider scope. It is no parochial fair, 
but as big as its name implies. By vir- 
tue of the magnitude and wide range 
of its exhibits it has a right to call it- 
self the Greater America exposition. 
The present company acquired by pur- 
chase tho grounds and tho twenty or 
more large buildings of the exposition 
of 1H98, which represent iln expendi- 
ture of about $2,000,000, The build- 
ings have been put in thorough repair 
and brightened up generally, so that 
they are as attractive and artistic as 
ever. There has been much new con- 
struction, enlargement of facilities and 
improvement of grounds. 


The war with Spain was doubtless a 


detriment to the exposition of 1HD8, a« 
it engrossed the attention of thousands 
of intending visitors and prospective 
exhibitors as well as lessened the local 
interest. But there are compensations. 
The war, which hurt the fair la«t year, 
will help to make itva great success this 
year. "The fruits of the war" is made 
the great 
card of the 
exposition, 


though in no sense to the disparage- 
ment of other exhibits. 
While "the 


colonial exhibit" will be u big feature 
and a inarvelously attractive and in 
structive one, it is only one of the 
many features which will cause the 
exposition here in this thriving inland 
city to rank among the world's great 
fairs. 


It is one of the purposes of tho direct- 


ois of tho expoi-ition to give a vivid 
and actual representation of tho ma- 
terial resources, products, industries, 
manufactures, architecture, art, types 
of native people and illustrations of 
the present state of civilization of the 
islands of the sea acquired by the 
United States as a result of tho war 
with Spain. 
In this they have admira- 


bly succeeded. Only by a tedious and 
extended visit to the Philippines and 
the West Indies could anything like &o 
good an idea of these islands be ob- 
tained as is here shown. The war, in- 
terior and agricultural departments 
have greatly aided in gathering the 
material and data for showing the 
range of products, the variety of manu- 
factures, 
the extent of possible re- 


sources, the degree of social advance- 
ment—in short, all things that illus- 
trate the existing civilization among 
the inhabitants of tho new possessions 
of the United States in the orient and 
the Antilles. There are here something 
like a thousand natives of the Philip- 
pine and West Indian islands, with 
their native environments and prac- 
tically living the life they live in their 
native land.

it a large element of utility. It will 
tend to show the variety of articles 
most in demand among the inhabitants 
of 
our newly acquired islands, and 


from the natives can be learned just 
what range of American products may 
find ready sale there.

there is unquestionably an almost uni- 
versal desire for information regarding 
these insular possessions.

Pennsylvania oilfields, and later in the 
Ohio and Indiana fields', little value was 
attached to the gas, which is found in 
connection with petroleum, and it was 
allowt.l to Inely cxhaubt itself. People 
in the oil di'-tiicli seemed to think that 
thev had a perpetual fountain of fuel, 
sufficient for all time and all pmposes, 
and scoffed at the wainiiuis of scien- 
tific e\-peits who protested anaii'st its 
waste. Hundred" of wells were allowed 
to "blow oft" day and nixht, some of 
them beint; lighted and the columns of 
flamo icadiing up a hundred feet and 
lighting the countiy for miles around. 
Notable nmong thr«e wa? the famous 
Kurg well, which was allowed to burn 
14,000,000 cubic feet each day for six 
month-, when it had pradically spent 
its force and become valueless. Plop- 
orly restrained, the flow would have 
continued for yeais, furnishing a vast 
Hinouut of fuel. 
This is one of hun- 


dreds of cases of similar wastefulness. 
It is fairly estimated that in all the 
oilfields fully one-half of tho natural 
gas product has been wasted, being 
either dissipated in air or burned in 
useless illuminations.

Saxon commonwealth 
established in 


tho southern hi'us. Tho lato action of 
New Smith Wall's, heaitily approving 
tin' consolidation scheme on a referen- 
dum vnti1, lemoves thi' last vestige of 
doubt as to the success of the move- 
ment, in("-t of the other roloiiicH having 
previously 
expressed 
themselves iu 


favor oi fedeiation, though in some of 
them the rdeiendum is yet to be sub- 
mitted. In the colony of Victoria, of 
wliK'h this city is tho capital, the refer- 
endum \\ill be taken tho latter part of 
next month, but as this colony has al- 
ways, been in fiivor of tho union, in- 
deed lur niv; taken the initiative iu the 
Lioveine'it, the final vote will bo over- 
\\heliniiiiily in tho affiimative. Tims 
the win Id may hail tho "United States 
of Australia " 


While not an independent nation, it 


is nirmu'iitlv1 so au to be the master of 
i t ' own do-tiny. Though still loyal to 
(fie.it Bntain, there in hero an intense- 
ly naticnal spirit, particularly among 
people lit in in Ani-tralia and who know 
no (il'n r liitheiland. During the more 
than a century wince tho Anglo-Saxon 
nc( upaiHy ot this vast continent there 
hasnovn "pa distinctive Australian 
i,alu'o \\hitt! population which in proud 
di'it 1 cnnnhy and has great faith in 
its inline. It is this strong element 
that h.is been mainly instrumental in 
hi in1,!))1; about federation, and it is 
tlna el"im nt which will make the fed- 
(lated colonies a republic should the 
political domination 
of tho mother 


country ever bucomo burdensome. But 
this is perhaps remote. England is not 
in 
tliMi. latter days alienating her 


colonies 
Nlie had an all sufficient lesson 


iu that din clion when over n century 
iif^o she lost the brightest gem in her 
edoinal diadsm. 


It cannot by said that the Austra- 


lians liuvo acted with nndne precipi- 
tancy in the matter of federation or 
that there lias been any of that haste 
which is pupposed 
to 
characterize 


young communities. The movement for 
tederation commenced in the early 
sixtii'M, when Sir Charles Gavan Duffy, 
then memb >r of the legislative assem- 
bly of Victoria, was chairman of a royal 
commission which sought tho passage 
of an imperial act permitting two or 
nun o of the colonies at their discretion, 
to join together. Nothing came of thia. 


Recently a conference of the six 


colonial premiers was held in this city 
which cleaied away most of the diffi- 
culties winch stood in tho way of fed- 
eration, and there now only remains 
tho referendum to be taken in aome of 
the colonies and tho approval of the 
.British parliament and crown, which 
will be readily granted, to complete the 
ioimation ot tho new commonwealth.

other countries. With federation, Aus- 
tralia, which is second to no country 
on the face of the earth, would become 
a power among tho nations and would 
piodnce about tho best of all races— 
something like tho truo American type, 
a mixture of English, Welsh, Scotch 
and Irish blood. 


The Australian federation will have 


a ptii'liament composed of senate and 
house of icpi'esenfatives, modeled quite 
clofcely after tho congress of the United 
Htatea, except that the senators, six 
from each colony, will be chosen by 
l'(.pular vote 
Many of the constitu- 


tional provisions have been adopted 
from 
tho United States constitutioU 


and others from that of Switzerland, 
there being a general desire that the 
basis should be as broad as possible. 
There will be a high court of Australia, 
but the light to appeal to the court of 
appeals of England will be retained. 
The fedeial government will assuraft 
the collection of all customs and excise 
revenue and take possession of the mili- 
tary, naval defense, lighthouse, quar- 
antine, postal, telegraph and telephone 
appliances. 
Tho railroads, however, 


will remain tho property and under the 
control of tho several colonies in which 
they are situated, although preferential 
rates, which has been a great barrier 
to intercolonial comhlerce, will be dis- 
allowed. One of tho greatest benefit* 
of federation will be the abrogation of 
the perplexing and almost ruinous iti* 
tercoloiiial tariffs.

surface, and some arc shirred, while 
others have rows of black velvet mil- 
liner folds. It is optional whether the 
brim shall be left in the natural curve 
or bent and indented. 


The prettiest and richest trimming is 


plumes in bunches. Flowers are used. 
So are ribbons and in fact all sorts of 
things. 
With all of the poke shapes 


strings are worn, tied under the chin. 
Tliese may be narrow velvet or wide 
taffeta ribbon, whichever proves more 
becoming. 


For "runabouts" there is a very chic 


little lint called the Newport. It is par- 
ticularly well adapted to the require- 
ments of that spirited place. The brim 
is flat and us round as a dollar. The 
crown is about three inches high and is 
in bell shape. That gives an opportu- 
nity for a very novel trimming—viz, a 
narrow band of black velvet, with a 
quill in front curling around the brim, 
standing upward or outward in sharp 
defiance of wind, fog or sun. And they 
have all these in abundance at New- 
port. A little ribbon bow in front or a 
great flaring rosette is often added. 


A toque for that favored spot, for 


carriage or for any other very drossy 
function, aside from a lawn party, is 
rice straw, turned up all around like a 
close turban with a low round crown. 
This has one immense fawn colored 
quill trained round the crown to the 
left side, while on the right one there 
is a largo moss green vehet windmill 
rosette with a fancy jeweled clasp iu 
the center. There is one row of velvet 
around the crown, partially hidden un- 
der the brim. 


I may say that while plumes are al- 


ways elegant, summer and winter, 
there are places where they are a de- 
lusion and a snare and an abject mis- 
ery, nnd Newport is one. The damp 
sea air takes all the flnlliuess and curl 
out of them, and they look draggled, 
like a wet rooster. I think I heard that 
some new method has been discovered 
by which they can resist dampness. 


That reminds me to say a word about 


muslins and all light washable attire. 
A strong solution of alum water added 
to the rinsing water will make all cot- 
ton and linen goods fireproof. It can 
be added without injury, and the col- 
ors look brighter. The cloth irons even 
•tetter than without it. I use a pound 
'if ilium to four gallons of water, and 
boil it until it is dissolved. It costs but 
111 cents and it is a great satisfaction to 
know one is fireproof, ff curtains were 
treated in the same way there would 
be many less fires.

It- must have 
been a very superior hotel in its accom- 
modations, for, though in the country, 
the landlord was paid at the rate of 
what in our country would be four or 
Jive dollars u day, a penny being then a 
day's wages, and the two pennies paid 
in this etise about two days* wages. 
Moreover, it was one of those kind- 
hearted landlords who arc wrapped up 
in the happiness of their guests, be- 
cause the good Samaritan leaves the 
poor wounded fellow to his entire en re, 
promising that when he came that way 
again he would pay till the bills until 
the invalid got well. 


Hotels and boarding houses arc neces- 


sities. -ln very ancient times they were 
unknown, because the world had com- 
paratively few inhabitants, and those 
were not much given to travel, and pri- 
vate hospitality met all the wants of 
fiojouruers, as when Abraham rushed 
out at Mumre to Invite the three men 
to sit down to a dinner of veal; as when 
the people worn positively commanded 
to be given to hospitality; us in many 
of the places in the east these ancient 
customs are practiced to-day.
